NEW YORK With about lOO million people ex- 
pected to watch the Super Bowl on Sunda}^ a 
big decision for many fans will be what type of 
beer to drink during the four-hour TV broad- 
cast. 

Gene Muller, owner of the Flying Fish 
Brewing Company in Cherry Hill, N.J., said 
the choice of lager or ale for the game be- 
tween the Green Bay Packers and the Pitts- 
burgh Steelers could depend on whether 
you’re a football fan. 

“If you’re going to watch the game, you 
need something that will let you get through 
the four hours. Like an extra pale ale that has 
some flavor to it, but allows you to still be able 
to enjoy a few,” he said. 

“If, on the other hand, you’re just interested 
in the commercials and don’t mind sleeping 
through the halftime show, you can go with 
something that may have a bit more flavor 
and alcohol like a Belgian-style beer.” 

At the Hinterland Brewery in Green Bay, 
Wis., where every good football game is ac- 
companied by bratwurst, owner Bill Tressler 
expects most of his customers will be sipping 
the fuller-bodied ales. 

“The hoppiness of the ales really stands up 
very well with the spice from, say, bratwurst 
or chicken wings,” he explained, adding that 
if the Packers win, he will break out the maple 
bock. 

“It’s made with maple syrup. We don’t use 
the maple for flavoring. We use it for extra fer- 
mentable sugar,” he said. 

Ryan Johnson, brew master for the Miller- 
Coors’ craft and imported beers in Chicago, 
explained that while there are many styles 
of beer, there really are only two types — 
ale and lager. The main difference between 
them is the kind of yeast used in fermenta- 
tion. 

Ales, which have been around for thou- 
sands of years, “tend to be discussed in terms 
such as fruity robust and flavorful,” according 
to Johnson, “while lagers are often described 
as crisp, clean and refreshing.” 

And just as there are broad guidelines for 
wines, the same holds true for beer. 

“Nice ales are almost like red wines and go 
very well with bigger, more flavorful dishes. 


Lagers, more often than not, tend to be paired 
with lighter fare,” Johnson said. 

He recommends lighter lagers to quench 
the Are from hot chicken wings, though the 
malt in ale has a sweetness that also works 
well with spicy foods. 


Johnson said stouts and sweeter ales also 
had a proper place at the Super Bowl party 
table. 

“Stouts will act as cold coffee with dessert,” 
he said, “except for the lack of caffeine and 
the addition of alcohol.” 




World poll: 
What we’re 
worried 
about

NEW YORK Unemployment, pov- 
erty and social injustice are the top 
global concerns and most people 
think their country is heading in the 
wrong direction, according to a new 
poll. 

The Ipsos/Reuters survey of 
18,676 adults in 24 nations in Asia, 
Africa, Europe and North and 
South America also showed that 
only a third of global citizens are 
“satisfled” with the way things are 
going in their own country 

The lack of jobs was a bigger con- 
cern than corruption and flnancial 
scandals except in India, Indone- 
sia and South Korea, and trumped 
health care in all countries apart 
from Brazil and Canada. 

“Global worries have not changed 
since 2010,” said John Wright, se- 
nior vice president and managing 
director at Ipsos. 

He found two of the flndings par- 
ticularly interesting. 

“First, even though unemploy- 
ment and jobs is at the top of the 
list, the most ubiquitous issue is re- 
ally poverty and social inequality” 
he explained, adding it was among 
the main four concerns in 23 coun- 
tries. 

“The second thing that was really 
revealing was in terms of how badly 
off Europe is ... France and the UK 
and most of Europe, except Ger- 
many, is in such a dire circumstance 
in terms of where people think their 
country is at and where it is going.” 

By contrast the majority of resi- 
dents of China, Saudi Arabia, Brazil, 
Indonesia and India are confldent 
in the direction their country is 
headed. 

Residents were most pessimistic 
in Italy Japan, France, Belgium and 
Spain. 

Brazil and India are the only two 
nations in which lack of jobs was not 
mentioned among the top four ma- 
jor worries, while the US. was the 
sole nation in which poverty was 
not mentioned.

FOLLOWS BLIZZARD

Brace yourself for 
Snowpacalypse, Part 2. 

The National 
Weather Service is- 
sued a wind chill advi- 
sory Wednesday add- 
ing insult to injury for 
folks who just endured 
the third-largest snow- 
storm ever recorded 
in Chicago. Tempera- 
tures were expected 
to drop to as low as 
15 degrees below zero 
overnight and wind 
chills were predicted at 
25 degrees to 35 degrees 
below zero. 

“It will mark the 
cit/s coldest weather since Jan. 15-16, 2009, 
when the mercury bottomed out at -13 and 
-18,” the Chicago Weather Center reported. 

The arctic forecast came as the city was 
still reeling from what already is being called 
the “Blizzard of 2011.” Motorists stiU were 
stranded early Wednesday, the airports were 
virtually empty, major roads were closed and 
Metra trains were running on limited sched- 
ules. CTA trains were experiencing some de- 
lays early in the morning. 

At the state level. Gov Quinn ordered all 
non-essential state employees to stay home 
because of hazardous weather conditions. 
And at Cook County Jail, Sheriff Tom Dart 
declared a civil emergency, which allows staff 
from other sheriff’s department functions to 
be directed to the jail. 

Meanwhile, Chicagoans awoke to eerily 
vacant streets and sidewalks in some areas

caked cars, shining flashlights inside to check 
on any motorists. At 6:30 a.m.. Are officials 
said those who wanted to be rescued from 
their cars had been, though at least one driver 
disputed that. Chicago officials said they will 
work into the night to clear stranded cars and 
buses to reopen the highway 

Chicago’s two airports were ghost towns 
Wednesday morning, although city officials 
said both remained open. The Chicago De- 
partment of Aviation reported at 3:30 p.m. 
that O’Hare and Midway each had a few 
arrivals and departures. Airlines at both air- 
ports were expected to resume operations 
Thursday 

Airlines canceled more than 2,200 flights 
at O’Hare, and more than 400 flights at Mid-

Did it match predictions? Yes, according 
to Weather Service meteorologist Gino Izzi: 
‘As it turns out, I think it’s pretty safe to say 
we nailed it.”

The blizzard warning issued Tuesday was 
canceled by 1:15 p.m. Wednesday Snow- 
fall totals from the storm were pegged at 
20.2 inches at O’Hare, making the Ground- 
hog Day storm the third-largest in Chicago 
history 

Throughout the Chicago area, ComEd 
reported as many as 48,000 customers with- 
out power, including 34,000 in Chicago. By 
midday, the utility company had restored 
power to 143,000 customers since the storm 
began, ComEd spokeswoman Tabrina Davis 
said. 

“It’s visibility It’s road accidents. It’s slick, 
treacherous road conditions,” she said. “Our 
crews are experiencing that and, given those 
conditions, restoration times will be de- 
layed.” 

Early in the day, high winds also hampered 
emergency crews that continued to rescue 
stranded motorists throughout the Chicago 
area. 

On Lake Shore Drive, nearly 1,000 cars 
were stranded overnight. Just before dawn, 
firefighters walked down the line of snow- 


of the city as intrepid residents ventured out 
into the snowdrifts — some of which were 
chest-high. 

Stacie Hudson, 25, took pictures on the 
1000 block of North Paulina Street of her car 
buried in snow to send to her parents in Flor- 
ida. She said the last snowplow came down 
her street at 6 p.m. Tuesday evening. 

“So all this stuff accumulated overnight,” 
she said. “It’s going to be miserable.” 

Pete Wulff, 33, and Sue Huinker, 35, were 
trying to get to Forest Park and hoped the 
Blue Line still was running. 

“Otherwise, we’re going to hitchhike a ride 
on a snowmobile,” Huinker joked. 

Wulff said he normally drives to work, but 
his car was buried waist-high in a snowdrift. 
He was walking through the slushy street 
with plastic bags on his shoes because he 
does not own a pair of boots. 

“I deserve this,” he said. 

The blizzard paralyzed businesses across 
the region, and it will have a significant eco- 
nomic effect as banks, retailers and other 
companies that rely on face-to-face contact 
with their customers were closed Wednesday

The common theme in these delays, 
riders told GP, was a lack of commimi- 
cation from the CTA on buses and at 
stations. 

Several CTA stations are equipped with 
electronic monitors that display news and 
weather updates. Train Tracker and/or re- 
minders that riders should renew expiring 
Chicago Cards. 

These displays should be used to give 
riders the most current information about 
rail shutdowns or reroutes. 

When the Brown Line was malfunc- 
tioning Wednesday morning, GP noticed 
there wasn’t a mention of shuttle service 
on the electronic monitors at the Belmont 
Red, Brown and Purple Line stop. 

For stations that don’t have electronic 
displays, customer service agents should 
be on the intercom system constantly tell- 
ing riders the status of their trains. 

Buses get a little trickier. Drivers need 
to focus on the roads but if they’re at a 
standstill, they should do their best to 
calm riders. Some riders said their drivers 
kept them abreast of potential delays, 
while others weren’t so lucky 

“The bus driver wasn’t telHng us any- 
thing,” said Steve Rogovin, 35, who spent 
more than four hours on a No. 135 Claren- 
don/LaSalle Express bus that crawled on 
Lake Shore Drive on Tuesday night. 

Constant communication from the 
CTA would have helped riders weather a 
tough storm.

What the CTA

By Wednesday, all stranded motorists had 
been rescued from Lake Shore Drive— 
and they were warned even before the 
storm began that conditions would be 
difficult on the lakefront thoroughfare, 
city officials said. 

Hundreds of motorists and CTA pas- 
sengers were trapped on the drive for six 
hours or more Tuesday night. Many were 
not rescued until early Wednesday morn- 
ing, as rescue workers battled whiteout 
conditions, 70 mph wind gusts and waist- 
high drifts to provide help. 

City officials, however, said they had 
cautioned people in news conferences 
earlier Tuesday that massive waves along 
the shoreline could cause extremely icy 


conditions on the drive. Authorities did 
not officially close the road until 8 p.m., 
after a series of accidents caused motor- 
ists and several CTA buses to become 
stuck. 

‘As reported in [Tuesday’s] press con- 
ference we knew that the lakefront and 
Lake Shore Drive would be hit especially 
hard,” said Ray Orozco, Mayor Daley’s 
chief of staff “Nonetheless, it was clear 
that people leaving the Loop were relying 
on it as a major artery to get home that 
night.” 

Many of those motorists have blamed 
the city for failing to close the drive and 
said there appeared to be no organized 
rescue plan. 

While acknowledging the Lake Shore 


Drive standstill was “particularly trouble- 
some,” officials said they would not apol- 
ogize for keeping the road open as the 
storm intensified. Without a series of ac- 
cidents after 7 p.m., the ordeal might not 
have happened, they said. 

“In 31 years with the city, I haven’t ex- 
perienced anything like we did last night,” 
Orozco said. “We saw normal snow con- 
ditions, and the road was still passable. It 
was slow, but it was passable. Then we had 
those cascading events.” 

Nearly 1,000 cars were stranded on 
the drive overnight. As of noon, about 
300 cars still were stuck around North 
Avenue. Streets and Sanitation Commis- 
sioner Thomas Byrne said 84 tow trucks 
were working to clear off the road.

Body pulled from freezing lake

A man’s body was pulled from Diversey 
Harbor early Wednesday morning at the 
height of the storm, several hours after res- 
cuers first unsuccessfully tried to find him 
to pull him from the water, officials said. 

The man, 6o, was pronounced dead at 
the scene, police said. 

The man either was blown or fell into 
the lake. Fire Department Commissioner 
Robert Hoff said. A witness saw the man 
go into the water, but the weather was too 
bad for Fire Department divers to go in af- 
ter him, Hoff said. 

Officials originally received a distress 
call about 11:45 P-^^- Tiesday and the Po- 
lice Marine Unit began searching for a per- 


son in the water at that time, said Chicago 
Police News Affairs Officer Robert Perez. 
The Marine Unit remained in the area, but 
it took them several hours to locate some- 
thing that allowed them to pinpoint where 
to dive. 

Officers were getting set to start div- 
ing when “they spotted a hat near a dock, 
and that’s where they decided to dive, and 
they found the body right away,” Perez 
said. 

The man’s body was located about 
4:35 a.m. in the 2800 block of North Lake 
Shore Drive, Perez said, correcting ear- 
lier information about when the body was 
found. 

Police also earlier had said Fire Depart- 


ment rescuers pulled the man out of the 
icy waters. Detectives were investigating 
why the man might have been in the har- 
bor area when he ended up in the water, 
Perez said. 

The Cook County medical examiner’s 
was not releasing information about the 
man as of 10 a.m., pending notification of 
his family Police also corrected the man’s 
age, which initially had been given as in his 
40s. 

The man was the only known blizzard- 
related fatality in the city so far, Hoff said. 

The man apparently was walking near 
the lake, and firefighters do not believe he 
had abandoned his vehicle on Lake Shore 
Drive before falling in, Hoff said.

CAIRO Supporters and foes of embattled 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak 
hurled rocks, chunks of concrete and Molo- 
tov cocktails at each other into the pre-dawn 
hours Thursday after a day of violent street 
battles in central Cairo. 

Sustained automatic weapons fire echoed 
around Tahrir Square, the epicenter of nine 
days of protests calling for Mubarak’s ouster. 
Anti-government demonstrators hunkered 
down behind makeshift barricades in the 
square and outside the nearby national muse- 
um against the onslaught, which demonstra- 
tors said included plainclothes police officers. 

“They’re coming in with weapons. They’re 
spreading violence,” human rights activist 
Gigi Ibrahim said, “"^’ve had peaceful pro- 
tests here since Friday and no violence here. 
Only today were we faced with this really vio- 


lent reaction.” 

Egypt’s health ministry reported three 
people were killed and 639 were wounded in 
Wednesday’s clashes, according to the state 
TV network. 

Reported fatalities in the previous eight 
days of demonstrations ranged as high as 300, 
but CNN has not been able to independently 
confirm the death toll. 

Egyptian troops, whose commanders had 
promised Monday not to use force against 
peaceful demonstrations, largely stood by 
throughout the day without intervening. 

In one surreal moment, whip-wielding 
Mubarak supporters thundered through the 
crowd astride horses and camels, and at least 
one man was pulled off his mount and beaten. 
State-run TV said the riders were pyramid 
workers who were protesting the negative

economic effects of the crisis. 

“What you are seeing is the demonstra- 
tion of the real Egyptian people who are try- 
ing to take back their country, trying to take 
back their street,” said businessman Khaled 
Ahmed, who described himself as “pro-Egyp- 
tian.” 

As night fell, the sound of gunfire rever- 
berated in Tahrir Square, the name of which 
means “liberation” in Arabic. People hurled 
verbal insults, Molotov cocktails, rocks and 
anything else they could find— shards of met- 
al, sticks, shoes— at one another.
